This proceoure will allow the 
three powers to arrange

lomatic 
channels—if the Sov iet 
Union, at some time in the future, 
shows a new willingness to negoti­ 
ate a treaty for a policed ban on 
nuclear weapons tests. 
President Kennedy and Prime 
Minister

on 
Sept. 3 to sign an 
immediate 
agreem ent for a ban on tests in 
the atmosphere without any of the 
complex control machinery which 
has been the crucial issue of the 
talks. 
The Western offer was made 
im mediately alter the Sov iet Un 
ior had started its current atmos 
pheric test series in central Asia 
and Siberia. 
Tests conducted abov e ground 
and within the atmospheie are the 
most harmful to human health be­ 
cause of their radioactiv e fallout. 
They are also the easiest to de­ 
tect at long range, and can be 
policed without any of the elabor­ 
ate controls and inspections need 
cd to keep a check on tests con 
ceatoti underground. 
Meanwhile, observ ers in Amer­ 
ica were ex pecting today to detect | 
radioactiv e fallout from Russia’s 
third nuclear test. 
Officials hav e said there was no 
immediate health danger from the 
faliout. 
Due to a weather freak, the ra ­ 
dioactiv e cloud from the third nu- 
cicar test passed across to the 
NVrth American continent ahead 
of fallout from the second blast.

If no fallout is detected today . 
Machta said, U.S. scientists will 
presume that the third shot may 
hav e been ex ploded at high alti­ 
tude. It would take.' longer for 
fallout from a high shot to tumble 
back down where it can be de­ 
tected.

Th ose wh o are anti - sh elter question th e 
effectiveness of sh elters, p oint out th at a 
family would be faced with survival in a 
blasted and ruined land after crawling 
out of th e g r o u n d , contend th at a sh el­ 
ter p rogram migh t be a p rovocation to an 
enemy , and say th at fleeing to a h ole in 
th e ground is just an active way to retreat 
from reality . 
Meanwh ile, th e mass of th e American 
p ublic i g n o r e s th e question. Five p er 
cent h ave constructed some sort, an es­ 


timated 15 p er cent h ave laid in food sup ­ 
p lies against D-day .

the $350-a- 
month salesman becomes a $124- 
a-month airman 2nd class with a 
$51.30 monthly allotment for his 
wife. 
It doesn’t take much figuring to 
see that his total military salary 
of $175.30 can't come close to cov ­ 
ering the bills taken on in good 
faith when he had the salary to 
pay them. 
William B. Haines, head of the 
Ohio Adjutant General’s Div ision 
of Soldiers’ Claims and Records, 
reports he has had three or four 
calls daily since the 121st Tactical 
Fighter Wing of Ohio’s Air Guard 
receiv ed its callup date. 
Haines points out than all re­ 
serv ists — all persons called into 
the 
Armed 
Forces — still 
are 
cov ered by the 19 40 Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Relief Act as amended by 
Congress in 1942. 
Purpose of the act is to reliev e 
those called to military serv ice of 
financial hardship while on duty 
“ due 
to 
contractual 
obligations 
assumed prior to entery into serv ­ 
ice,” Haines said. It also applies 
to insurance premiums. 
Although Haines suggested that 
each 
man 
facing this 
problem 
should try to work out a plan with 
his creditors, he ex plained some 
of the situations cov ered by the 


act in thii manner; 
“ If the serv iceman defaults on 
a pay ment after entering serv ice, 
the creditor is without redress ex ­ 
cept through local courts which 
are granted wide discretion with­ 
in which to make equitable dispo 
sition of the case. 
“ Repossession 
or 
foreclosures I 
may be postponed until the man’s 
return from military serv ice. No 
person may foreclose or enforce a 
lien for storage of household goods 
or personal effects for the period 
of 
military 
serv ice 
plus 
three 
months ex cept by court order. 
“ A serv iceman may terminate a 
lease by notice in writing. De­ 
pendents of a serv iceman cannot 
be ev icted from their dwelling if 
the rental is $8 0 a month or less, 
ex cept by leav e of a court.” 
Haines said the act also prov ides 
that “ property , either real or per­ 
sonal, cannot be sold for collection 
of tax es ex cept by permission of a 
court. If the court approv es such a 
sale, it may then stay the sale 
for as long as six months after 
termination of the man’s military 
serv ice.”

The remainder have 
done nothing. This public inertia, decisive 
factor in the f u t u r e of any shelter pro­ 
gram. will probably continue. The public 
is simply not interested in fallout shelters. 
Americans have rationalized themselves 
into two beliefs; that a nuclear war “just 
can't happen” , and that nobody will sur­ 
vive it in any case.

ice,’’ Haines said. It also applies 
to insurance p rem ium s. 
Although Haines suggested that

should try to work out a plan with 
his creditors, he explained some 
of the situations covered by the 


act in this manner: 
“ If the servicem an defaults on 
a paym ent after entering service, 
the creditor is w ithout redress e x ­ 
cept through local courts which 
are granted wide discretion w ith­ 
in which to m ak e equitable dispo­ 
sition of the case.

foreclosures 
m ay be postponed until the m a n ’s 
retu rn from m ilitary service.

“ A servicem an m ay term inate a 
lease by notice in writing. D e­ 
pendents of a servicem an cannot 
be evicted from their dwelling if 
the rental is $80 a month or less, 
except by leave of a court.’’ 
H aines said the act also provides 
th at “ property, eith er real or p e r­ 
sonal, cannot be sold for collection 
of taxes except by perm ission of a 
court. If the court approves such a 
sale, it m ay th en stay the sale 
for as long as six months after 
term ination of the m an s m ilitary 
service.”

guarantee p ay m en t of prem ium s 
on most any type of life insurance 
up to $10,000 provided the policy
